The 
debates thus far in congress show that 
men become very bitter partisans on 
one side or another and that in doing 
so become intolerant of the opinions of 
others. 
For instance, a vigorous ad- 
vocate of war ami intensely bitter op­ 
ponent of Germany is frequently held 
up to scorn and criticised severely, 
sometimes unjustly. Then there Is the 
anti-war man, the so called pacifist, 
who is held up us a coward, unwilling 
to do 1*9 full share to protect Amer­ 
ican honor and American rights on 
land aud sea. 


Where Wilt It End? 
As long as the controversy exists It 
appears that the differences are bocom- 
ing more and more acute, and tile ques­ 
tion naturally arises as to where it 
will end. 
Of course there can be only 
one ending in case of w ar every Amer­ 
ican citizen will Is* obliged to stand by 
the government, and auylKsly that ut­ 
ters a word against anything the gov- 
rnment does in the way of national 
defense or offense will be set dow n as 
disloyal. 
But there will be a bitter 
feeling left, for, in spite of all, there 
are.a great many people who seem to 
think that there Is no necessity of 
plunging into the conflict that has cost 
the world millions of men and billions 
iii treasure.
